Show Nixon Worried. Defiant 
Transcripts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Millions of 
words of new documentary evidence 
and transcripts portray 
President 
Nixon as a man worried, and at times 
defiant, as he sought to limit the im­ 
pact of Watergate on his presidency. 
But the raw materials of the House 
impeachment inquiry, spread before 
the public this week in two in­ 
stallments, offer no major disclosures 
about the case against the President. 
The seven volumes of data released 
Thursday 
form 
a 
dispassionate 
catalogue of import and trivia — the 
building blocks without the blueprint 
for the House Judiciary Committee’s 
com ing debate and decision on 
whether to recommend impeachment. 
Nowhere is there a signal of how the 
staff will outline the case when it 
begins its historic deliberations the 
week of July 22. 
Together with an eighth volume of 
rebuttal evidence offered by the White 
House and T uesday’s com m ittee 
versions of eight presidential con­ 
versations, they do more to elaborate 
than to alter what was previously 
known about Watergate. 
There are these new elements: 
—On June 30, 1972, thirteen days 
after the Watergate break-in, Nixon 
was told there was a risk “of more 
stuff, valid or invalid, surfacing on the 
W atergate c a p e r.” The P resident 
agreed and said: “We hope nothing 
will. It may not. But there is always 
the risk ... well, I’d cut the loss fast. I’d 


cut it fast.’’ 
—Indirect evidence that Nixon 
discussed the danger of Watergate 
involvement to himself on March 17, 
1973 — four days before the date he 
said he learned of the cover-up. 
—The P resid en t’s dictated re ­ 
collection and handwTitten notes of the 
March 21, 1973, conversation in which 
John W. Dean III, then White House 
counsel, described the involvement of 
presidential aides and cam paign 
lieutenants in the break-in and cover­ 
up. 
—Grand jury testimony about the 
$75,000 payment relayed the night of 
March 21 to convicted Watergate 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. That 
payment was cited by a federal grand 
jury as one of the acts in a conspiracy 
to block the break-in investigation. 
The com m ittee’s ‘‘S tatem ent of 
Inform ation” 
relied 
heavily 
on 
testim ony at last y e a r’s Senate 
W atergate hearings, hitherto-secret 
grand jury transcripts, court papers 
and White House m aterial, including 
tapes. 
It is from the tapes that the com­ 
mittee staff received some of its most 
significant information. 
In the Tuesday transcript of a 
conversation on M arch 22, 1973, 
President Nixon advises aides that “I 
want you all to stonewall it, let them 
plead the Fifth Amendment, cover-up 
or anything else, if it’ll save it — save 
the plan.” The quotation came in a

Eighteen-year-old Ricky I^ee Jester, 
New Holland, is listed in fair condition 
at Doctor’s North Hospital, Columbus, 
after-trying to choke Pickaway County 
Sheriff’s Deputy Lawrence Holt while 
begin transported to the county jail, 
midnight Thursday. 


Holt and F rank Wood, form er 
M arshall of New Holland, were 
checking on a disturbance in New 
Holland which involved Jester. 


Arriving in the village, Holt found 
Jester causing trouble in a telephone 
booth. Holt offered to take Jester 
home, when Jester became violent and 
began resisting arrest. 


The deputy then put Jester’s face 
down to the ground and handcuffed his 
hands behind his back and put him in 
the crusier to begin the journey back to 
the county jail. 


Before leaving New Holland, Jester 
said that the handcuffs were too tight. 
Holt loosened them some with the 
double-lock still intact. 


Around 12:15 a.m. Holt called the 
headquarters stating that he was in 
trouble and that there had been a 
shooting in the cruiser and to send 
help.

Thompson and Deputies Brow*n and 
Dewey assisted at the scene. 


According to the report, Jester had 
loosened his right handcuff, reaching 
over the front seat trying to choke 
Holt. Trying to pull the deputy over the 
seat. Holt lost control of the vehicle,

going over a ten-foot embankment. 
Deputy Holt wrestled with Jester 
when he noticed the prisoner, who was 
half over the front seat, reaching for 
the dep u ty ’s belt. Realizing the 
prisoner w as trying to get his gun. Holt 
finally got to his gun firing one shot. 
The gun shot went through the seat, 
through Jester’s arm lodging in his 
scrotum. 
Jester is under 24-hour guard while 
in the Columbus hospital. 
D eputy 
Holt was treated and 
released from Berger Hospital for 
choke m arks around the neck, pains in 
the ribs, and a bump on the knee. 
Damage to the cruiser amounted to 
$400. 
Holt had charged Je ste r with 
resisting arrest and disorderly conduct 
concerning the incident in New 
Holland. 
Sheriff Radcliff said other charges 
are pending a meeting w ith the county 
prosecutor. 
The shooting is still 
under in­ 
vestigation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon’s lawyer appears to have fallen 
short in his attem pt to puncture John 
W. Dean Ill’s story of a continuing 
W atergate cover-up directed at the 
highest White House levels, House im­ 
peachment committee members say. 
Dean, former WTiite House counsel, 
appeared Thursday, testifying and 
undergoing quesioning for nine hours 
in closed session. 
Some House Judiciary Committee 
members said the main outline of 
D ean’s Senate testim ony of last 
summer, linking Nixon to the cover- 
up, emerged intact despite a battering 
cross-examination by Nixon's counsel, 
Jam es D. St. Clair. 
“ In my opinion he was a damaging 
witness as far as the President is 
concerned’’ said Rep. Robert McGory, 
R-IU. 


discussion about the forthcom ing 
Watergate hearings and was omitted 
from the transcripts published by the 
White House in April. 
The same conversation shows the 
President saying that former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell was arguing 
that “ we use flexibility ... in order to 
get on with the cover-up plan.” The 
W hite House version had Nixon 
describing M itchell’s arguing for 
“flexibility in order to get off the 
cover-up line.” 


And yet another committee tran­ 
script of a March 13,1973, tape quotes 
Nixon telling Dean it was too late to 
exercise the option of telling all: “The 
hangout road’s going to have to be 
rejected

understand it 
was 
rejected.” 


Not included in Thursday’s moun­ 
tain of evidence was the grand jury 
report naming Nixon as an unindicted 
coconspirator in the cover-up. The 
grand jury did not include the report in 
the m aterial it asked U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica to turn over to the 
committee. 
Sources at the White House said 
there would be no point-by-point public 
response 
to 
tne 
ween s 
new 
disclosures. 
One official said the 
President’s aides are weary of con­ 
stantly denying charges. 
But presidential press secretary 
Ronald I.. Ziegler said “ it is more than 
a coincidence” that the impeachment 


inquiry’s evidence was published at 
the same time that the Senate Wa­ 
tergate committee issued a report 
suggesting campaign funds were used 
for the President’s personal benefit. 
Ziegler called it “a calculated effort 
at piling on as many charges as 
possible in an effort to manipulate 
public opinion.” 


The documents and transcripts will 
U* fused with the direct testimony of 
some IO witnesses still being heard 
when the committee starts its delib­ 
erations. The volume of documents 
alone — more than 4,000 pages — 
illustrates the complexity of the task 
facing the 21 
Democrats and 
17 
Republicans. 


The m aterial is organized between 
beige-colored covers in chronological 
order, without conclusions or com­ 
ments. 
Side-by-side 
with 
once-secret 
tran sc rip ts 
are 
handw ritten 
presidential notes, White House 
memos and even newspaper clippings. 
The compilation deals only with 
Watergate and its aftermath. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., 
said the 
record 
his 
panel 
published is incomplete because the 
President refused to comply with 
subpoenas for more tape recordings 
and documents. 
Rodino also said that he and Rep. 
Edward Hutchinson, R-Mich., had 
deleted m aterial “in a few instances” 


to protect the rights of Watergate 
defendants, because of security classi­ 
fications or because it was not per­ 
tinent. 


In a foreword to the published 
evidence, Rodino said the panel sought 
to keep it dry and factual. 
In an eighth volume, 243 pages long, 
presidential lawyer Jam es D. St. Clair 
offered evidence seeking to prove 
Nixon’s innocence, to challenge the 
credibility of his chief accuser, John 
W. Dean III, and to demonstrate that 
the President did not order hush 
money paid to cover up Watergate. 
St. Clair’s rebuttal contended that 
the transcript of the March 21 meeting 
of Nixon, Dean and Haldeman “clearly 
d em onstrates that the President 
recognizes that any blackmail and 
cover-up activities then in progress 
could not continue.” 
The larg est single segm ent of 
committee evidence dealt with the 
events of March 21—long considered 
the most crucial day in the Watergate 
afterm ath. 
The m ost curious, and totally 
unexplained, item s in the seven 
committee volumes are the cryptic 
notations President Nixon made on a 
sheet of legal paper on April 15, 1973. 
That was the Sunday when Klein- 
dienst and Asst. Atty. Gen. Henry E. 
P etersen told the P resident the 
massive cover-up story outlined to 
them by federal prosecutors. 


Midway down the page is a section, 
divided by a vertical line. On the left 
side 
is 
the 
notation, 
“ G ra y ’s 
document.” On the right, the President 
wrote, “ I'm not going to lie for Eh­ 
rlichman ” 


Much of April 15 remains a m ystery. 
That was the day when according to 
the White House, the tape 
reels 
recording Nixon’s conversations ran 
out and the talks went unrecorded. 
These were among the disclosures in 
the committee’s evidence: 
- Ziegler told the grand jury that his 
March 30, 1973, denial of any White 
House involvement in W atergate was 
“obviously an ad lib on my p art.’ 
Nixon has said he learned of the in­ 
volvement of his aides nine days 
earlier, but Ziegler said the President 
hadn’t told him about it at the time. 
- Before the Watergate break-in, 
during 
the 
controversy 
over 
Republican campaign contributions 
offered by International Telephone & 
Telegraph Corp., Nixon suggested that 
Republicans “boycott all investigating 
committees on the ground that they 
are politically motivated.” 
That statement is in a previously 
unpublished White House tape tran­ 
script, covering a conversation on 
April 4, 1972. It was submitted as part 
of the defense presentation, to show 
that political 
intelligence-gathering 
was not a subject at

pre-

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Convicts M ake Threat 
Of Death To Hostages 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two con­ 
victs demanding a flight out of the 
country held seven hostages today for 
a second day in a basement cellblock 
of the U.S. District Courthouse as 
hundreds of heavily armed policemen 
played a waiting game outside. 
TTie building was closed to the 
public. 
The convicts, Robert Jones, 24, and 
Frank Gorham, 
25, 
released 
one 
hostage before dawn. 
Gorham and Jones, also known as 
(Xis D.Wilkerson, were described by 
authorities as ringleaders in a 1972 
escape attempt at the D.C. jail. At that 
time, 50 inmates held ll 
guards 
hostage for nearly 24 hours. Both 
Gorham and Jones received additional 
sentences 
for their 
part 
in 
that 
disturbance. 
Chief U.S. 
Judge George 
Hart, 
responsible for the five-story building 
three blocks from the U.S. Capitol, told 
reporters just after IO a.m.: “ Things 
look much brighter.” 
He did not elaborate. 
Only one of the convicts was armed 
when they seized four deputy U.S. 
m arshals, two Justice Department 
employes and two attorneys about 2 
p.m. Thursday. They later acquired 
seven more guns from a cellblock 
locker. There was no indication how 
they got the original gun. 
cine of the m arshals, Raymond 
Miller, was released before dawn.

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The cellblock area is sealed off from 
the rest of the courthouse, which has 
become a familiar sight rn newspaper 
photos and on television to millions of 
Americans following the Watergate 
grand jury investigation and related 
trials. 
The plumbers’ trial, in which former 
White House aide John Ehrlichman is 
one of the defendants, was going on in 
the building at the time the hostages 
were seized. It was shifted today to the 
District Court of Appeals building, two 
blocks away. 
“ I need to be free,” Gorham said in a 
telephone interview. “ I have made 
freedom my woman. If I have to go out 
of here feet first, I am ready. We can’t 
lose, cause either 
way death 
is 
escape.” 
His partner, Jones, said: “There 
should be no reason why a lot of people 
should die uselessly, man, just because 
two men want their freedom.” 
Both convicts were serving long 
prison terms. 
Radio station WASH quoted Jones 
this morning as saying one of the 
hostages, identified as attorney 
Anthony John Hurley, was ill and that 
he wanted to release him. Hurley was 
said to have a history of heart trouble. 
Hart was asked whether he could 
assure that the hostages were not 
harmed. He replied: 
“Not really. 
Possibly something could have been 
done to a hostage that we did not know 
about it.” 
A relative of one hostage said they 
were locked in a cell but 
were 
unharmed 
At one point the convicts, who were 
in frequent contact with the outside via 
telephone, told WASH they wanted to 
go to Venezuela. Authorities would not 
confirm this demand. 
Authorities said Gorham, before the 
escape try, faced a maximum of 73 
years to life in prison on a variety of 
convictions, including an attempted 
escape 
from 
a 
U.S. 
m agistrate’s 
courtroom. 
Authorities said Jones faced 31 years 
in prison on previous bank robbery and 
escape counts. 
About 30 sandwiches and drinks 
were brought Thursday night to the 
convicts, hostages and about 16 other 
prisoners who were not taking part. 
Authorities said one of the two 


convicts apparently was carrying a 
concealed pistol which he drew as they 
were being taken into the cellblock. 
Police added that the pair had ac­ 
cess to a locker full of pistols and 
ammunition. 
Among the trials in progress at the 
time was the White House plumbers 
trial John D. Ehrlichman and three 
others. U.S. District Court Judge Ger­ 
hard Gesell permitted the lawyers to 
conclude their arguments after or­ 
dering the courtroom doors locked. 
The seven hostages, in addition to 
Miller, were identified as: deputy 
m arshals William V. Colquit, Joseph 


E. Driskell and Calvin L. Mouton; 
Ralph Schwartz, a Justice Department 
auditor; 
Deborah Collins, 
another 
Justice Department employe; 
and 
criminal lawyers William Garber and 
John Hurley. 


Jones and Gorham were Hurley’s 
clients. 
Gorham appeared for sentencing 
after conviction on a number of crimes 
and already was serving a minimum of 
73 years imprisonment, court officials 
said. 


They said Jones faced prison term s 
roughly equal to Gorham’s. 
Mansfield Guards 
Join In Walkout 
For Pay Boosts

Six correction workers were fired 
today at the lebanon Correctional 
Institution after refusing to work for a 
week in an effort to press for a pay 
raise. 
The employes are some of 270 
workers at the prison who have been 
on a wildcat walkout since Saturday. 
They were joined by correction 
workers at three other institutions in 
the state. 
G uards at 
the 
M ansfield 
Re­ 
formatory were the latest group to go 
out on strike. 
A spokesman for the Ohio De­ 
p artm ent 
of 
R ehabilitation 
and 
Correction said picket lines were set 
up at the reformatory about 4 a.m. 
today. He said the reformatory was 
being manned by supervisory per­ 
sonnel and some guards who remained 
on duty. 
Meanwhile, corrections officials said 
striking guards and blue collar 
workers at three Ohio prisons were 
violating court restraining orders 
issued Thursday in Scioto, Ross and 
Warren counties.

said 
the 
su­ 
perintendents of the prisons would ask 
county sheriffs to enforce the orders. 
Dean Called 'Damaging Witness' 


“ He leaves the

“St. Clair is trying to be rough on 
Dean but he isn’t getting away with 
it." Rep. Tom Railsback, R-Ill., said 
during a break in the session. 
St. Clair wanted Dean’s testimony 
mainly to try to establish that Nixon 
had not ordered a $75,000 payment to 
E. Howard Hunt Jr., one of the 
W atergate burglars, on March 21,1973. 
The tra n sc rip t of D ean's con­ 
versation with Nixon on that day, in 
which a discussion of Hunt’s money 
demands ends with Nixon saying, “For 
Christ’s sake, get it....” is regarded by 
Nixon defenders as the most damaging 
evidence in the impeachment inquiry. 
St. Clair, seizing on Dean’s Senate 


testimony about the March 21 meeting, 
in which Dean said ” ... The money 
m atter was left very much hanging at 
that meeting. Nothing was resolved,” 
reportedly offered it as proof that 
Dean felt Nixon had not ordered the 
payment to Hunt. 
But members said Dean explained 
that his rem ark referred to the m atter 
of paying the estimated $1 million in 
blackmail that he had told Nixon Hunt 
and other W atergate defendants 
eventually would demand for their 
silence. 
Dean, who told Nixon he was “out of 
the money business” and so had not 
done anything more than refer Hunt's 
demand to others, reportedly testified 
that he did not regard Nixon’s ” ... get 
it” remark as an order to hun. 
But he left open, in the minds of 
som e m em bers, the question of 


whether it could have been intended 
for former White House chief of staff 
H.R. Haldeman, who also was at the 
meeting. 
Rep. Walter Flowers, D-Ala., said he 
thought the main effect of Dean’s 
testimony was to scale down the im ­ 
portance of March 21 rn the im­ 
peachment inquiry. 
St. Clair has based his defense 
strategy on the March 21 events, on the 
theory that if he could insulate Nixon 
from them, it would cut the ground out 
from under any case for impeachment. 
The committee has only three more 
witnesses to hear before concluding 
the taking of evidence rn the inquiry, 
A ssistant 
Atty. Gen. 
H enry 
E. 
Petersen, tonner White House Counsel 
Charles W. Colson and Herbert W. 
Kalmbach, Nixon’s former personal 
lawyer. 


But officers in the sheriffs’ offices said 
they had received no requests by early 
this morning. 


A similar restrainuig order was 
expected to be asked today in Richland 
County against striking guards at 
Mansfield. 


The injunctions limited the number 
of pickets at the Lucasville peniten­ 
tiary ,

Institute and the lebanon Correctional 
Institution and prohibited the blocking 
of entrances. 


Joe Ashley of the corrections 
department said large numbers of 
pickets remained outside the facilities 
after the orders were delivered. At 
Lucasville, he said, strikers continued 
to prevent movement of personnel and 
supplies into the prison. 


Meanwhile, the wildcat walkouts by 
state w orkers dem anding prom pt 
legislative action on a pay raise bill 
spread to the Athens Mental Health 
Center, where about 110 employes 
walked off the job. 


That walkout was by m em bers of the 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employes (AFSCME). 
There were indications the protest 
strik es could 
m ushroom 
into 
a 
statewide action early next week. 


Officials of 
44 
AFSCME 
locals 
around the state are planning to meet 
m Columbus Monday to consider a 
possible statewide action. 


Strike votes reportedly were being 
taken before that meeting at Lima 
State Hospital and 12 other state 
mental institutions. 


AFSCME members m state liquor 
stores in a five-county area of nor­ 
theastern Ohio are to vote Monday 
night on whether to join the walkout. 
That action would affect liquor stores 
in Medina, Ix)rain, Cuyahoga, Ixike 
and Ashtabula counties.

Anthropologist 
M argaret 
Mead has her similes a bit 
confused. In Tulsa. Dr. Mead 
was commenting on the state 
of 
the 
underdeveloped 
countries in an era of price 
inflation. 
Forty 
of 
those 
countries, 
she 
predicted, 
would be bankrupt by the end 
of the year at the present rate 
of food consumption. 
That. Dr. Mead indicated, is 
the fault of the United States. 
“The United States has been 
using food in the same way the 
Arab nations have used oil.” 
she said. “We sold $20 million 
worth of food supplies while 
people were starving. We have 
food, but we will only sell it to 
people who will pay us in 


political coin. If those nations 
go bankrupt, many millions of 
people will die and it will be 
our fault.” 
The only true parts of that 
dissertation are that millions 
of persons in the world are 
threatened by starvation and 
the United States is the largest 
food grower. 
But 
the U.S. 
cannot 
possibly 
produce 
enough 
to 
feed 
the 
entire 
world, no matter how hard it 
tries. 
Further, food prices in the 
U.S. are not established by 
government edict, as oil prices 
are in the Middle East. They 
are determined by the market 
system , which incidentally 
went through some expensive 


gyrations because of the low- 
price sale of huge quantities of 
wheat to the Soviet Union. 


In addition, the U.S. has an 
unsurpassed history of food 
gifts 
to 
the 
im poverished 
countries going back many 
decades. 
If prices on food 
exports 
are 
rising. 
The 
American housewife has not 
been having a free ride at the 
supermarket. 


The charge that the United 
States will be responsible for 
millions of deaths 
because 
food prices drive dozens of 
countries into bankruptcy 
stands out as utterly ridiculous 
even in a year which has been 
filled with hypocrisy. 


Gold In Garbage 


NEW YORK—There are almost as 
many references to gold, in Bartlett's 
Familiar Quotations, as there are to 
God. Worshippers of the two have been 
pretty well-matched numerically since 
Creation. 
It is the prime metal on which 
civilizations and cultures have been 
built. It has ruled men’s passions and 
dreams, prodded adventurers to find 
new lands in search of it < including our 
own I. It made Cleopatra compelling to 
Caesar and Marc Antony, Alaska 
irresistible to President Johnson 
(Andrew, that is) and it led Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann to the electric 
chair for the kidnap-murder of folk 
hero Charles A. Lindbergh’s first bom. 
Hauptmann was tracked down for 
buying some gas for his car with a 
ransom ‘ gold-back’' $10 bill, after 
President Roosevelt < Franklin i had 
taken the nation off the dependence on 
gold of our paper money. 
Not many gold-users have ever 
knocked it. One was Geoffrey Chaucer 
who, about IOO years before the 
dsicovery of America, wrote rn his 
most basic English, “hyt is not a1 gold 
that glareth.” 
Hyt certainly ain’t, Geoff, baby. But 
last week it was selling for $131 an 
ounce, and that represented a five- 
month low. 
The head of my gold-research ar­ 
chives — I’ll bet you’ve never realized 
I have one — is a fine lad named John 
R. McBride, who moon-lights for the 
National Association of 
Recycling 
Industries, Inc. Risking death by 
venturing out of his air-cooled offices 
the other day at noon, with only a few- 
mad dogs and Englishmen frequenting 
the sidewalks of New York, McBride 
delivered the following: 
Despite gold’s staggering prices on 
the world’s exchanges, a great deal of 
it is going to the junkyards. Arnold H. 
Craft, of the Sel-Rex 
Company’s 
precious metals recovery division, 
Nutley, N.J., says, “Too much gold is 
literally being thrown away. There’s 
more gold concentrated in rubbish 
heaps, landfill areas and scrap yards 
than there is in the world’s oceans.” 
He didn’t mean in the “chemistry” 
of the world’s oceans. He meant the 
untold tons of gold that have gone 
down to the bottom of endless seas 
over the centuries in all sorts of ships 
ranging from ancient barges to the 
Andrea Doria. 
Jewelry m anufacture, obviously, 
takes the lion’s share of American 
gold, about two-thirds of the 4,300,000 
fine troy ounces produced annually. 
The dental profession uses nine per 
cent, and the industrial users of the 
balance are fully aware of its com­ 
mercial value and recycle 90 to 95 per 
cent of the scrap residue. However, the

average consumer is more than likely 
to throw away a lot of gold. 
I>ess than 30 per cent of the gold used 
by 
consumers or integrated 
into 
consumer products is recycled to be 
used again. If you couldn’t get a phone 
number you wanted, and pulled the 
phone out of the wall by its roots and 
threw it away, you’d be throwing away 
about one dollar’s worth of gold. If you 
kick in the tube of your TV set because 
all you can get is that rotten little koala 
in the Qantas commercials, you’re 
losing gold components. Same with 
tape recorders, radios and addled 
pocket calculators. 
People throw away gold eyeglass 
frames, damaged gold watch bands, 
unmated golf cufflinks and damaged 
gold teeth as if they were, say, tin. Man 
named M. J. Mighdoil, executive vice 
president of the 61-year-old National 
Association of Recycling Industries, 
takes Cassandra’s view: 
“ Our 
national 
resources 
are 
diminishing with every tick of the 
clock and our precious metals con­ 
sumption and their utilization have 


been increasing constantly.” 
Before you start trying to mine your 
hi-fi, or prospect in the nearest 
junkyard, have a care. It takes highly- 
specialized metallurgical expertise to 
separate gold from dross. The secret 
cauldron and the pointed hat of the 
alchemist went out with the Three 
Wise Men. 


One of gold’s great plusses is that it 
is almost unpossible to wear out the 
soft golden metal. It keeps popping up 
when least expected and in ever 
astonishing shapes. There’s some 
mathematical chance that the gold in 
your ring might once have been a part 
of the Czar s champagne swizzle stick, 
or, of course, an inlay in the bicuspid of 
Al Capone. 


But don’t melt it into the shape of a 
gold coin, which artisans and govern­ 
ments began doing 5,000 years before 
Christ. If you do, for God’s sake, don’t 
stamp E Pluribus Unum or In God We 
Trust on it or you’ll be thrown in the 
can and they’ll throw the golden key 
away.

NEW YORK (AP) — The gurgling 
sound of illiquidity is being heard 
around the world these days, as in­ 
dividuals, businesses, banks and 
governments find themselves pressed 
to come up with funds to finance their 
plans. 
Banks have failed in several nations. 
Italy is on the verge of bankruptcy. 
Corporations everywhere are fighting 
for their lifeblood. Cities find them­ 
selves unable to afford high interest 
rates. 
In many cities savings banks seem 
to be occupying some of the choice, 
heavy traffic sites that brokerage 
houses once coveted, using all the 
allures of carnivals to attract 
depositors. Some give trading stamps. f 
It isn’t that they’re doing all that 
well. Deposits, in fact, have been 
flowing out of the “thrifts” in search of 
higher interest rates elsewhere. The 
savings rate has failed to rise, as 
forecast. 
Many families are heavily in debt, 
having borrowed from tomorrow to 
live today. At the end of 1973 total 
installment credit outstanding was 14.5 
per cent higher than a year earlier. In 
just three years, $100 billion has been 
added to mortgage debt. 
In an economic analysis just 
released, Uonel D„ Edie & Co., con-

sultants, gave this trenchant report to 
businessmen: 
“Currently, the burden of consumer 
installment debt is at an all-time high. 
That is, the 
proportion 
of his 
repayments on installment debt to his 
disposable income has reached the 
uncomfortably high peak of 16.7 per 
cent. 
“The delinquency rate on total in­ 
stallment loans overdue 30 days or 
more is currently the highest by far in 
over 20 years, indicating the extreme 
difficulty consumers are having meet­ 
ing their current obligations. 
“Similarly, the delinquency rate on 
mortgage payments is the highest in 20 
years.” 
Are municipalities any better off? 
Many have delayed maintenance and 
expansion projects, and the roads, 
water and sewer systems show it. New 
York City this week rejected a 7.92 per 
cent interest rate on $438 million of 
bonds as “unconscionable.” 
Businesses find themselves com­ 
peting for money at higher and higher 
rates. While the prime rate is now 
about 12 per cent, some pay between 15 
and 20. Banks too find themselves 
battling for funds. 
The fight for financing therefore is 
becoming more fierce among in­ 
dividuals, banks, businesses and 
governments, and the world’s money 
managers are growing in their con­ 
viction that something has to give. 
If the Federal Reserve and central 
banks in some other nations have their 
way it will be spending that goes down 
to defeat. Everyone’s spending too 
much, they say, and it has to stop 
before inflation ruins the world.

Speaking Of Your Health

Is hoarseness a sign of early cancer? 
My husband has been hoarse for two 
months and is afraid to be examined. 
Mrs. R.B., Mass 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
Not all hoarseness is caused by 
cancer. In fact, only a small fraction of 
cases of persistent hoarseness are 
attributed to cancer or other serious 
trouble. 
Hoarseness, like pain or fever, is 
nature’s way of calling attention to its 
special need for help. 
The vocal cords are two strands of 
muscular tissue about one inch in 
length. They lie in the voice box, or 
larynx, in the center of the neck. They 
come together when one speaks and 
separate while breathing. 
Any factor that interferes with the 
vocal cords coming together and 
vibrating can produce hoarseness. 
Temporary swelling with a cold, 
allergic reactions, polyps, nodules and 
thickening of the vocal cords can in­ 
terfere with the close contact of the 
vocal cords, and produce some degree 
of hoarseness. 
Vocal abuse like yelling can cause 
small hemorrhages in the delicate 
tissue of the vocal cords and result in 
hoarseness. 
Tobacco as an air pollutant, and 


because of the toxic substances in it, is 
responsible for some of the more 
serious types of hoarseness. 
An important aspect of your letter is 
your husband’s anxiety about an 
examination. Many people who are 
unduly frightened delay by many 
months the examination that could 
allay their fears and give them a great 
deal of reassurance. 
This applies to men and women at all 
levels of society with problems in­ 
volving every part of the body. 
Such fear does a great injustice to 
the personal happiness of people who 
believe that they are in imminent 
danger of total incapacitation, or even 
death, by disease that may not even 
exist. 
A day does not pass in the practice of 
medicine without such confrontations 
between fearful patients and their 
doctors. Physicians everywhere know 
that, added to their medical skills, 
their greatest contribution to their 
patients is to allay their anxiety, give 
reassurance, and make their patients 
more aware of reality. 
I am sure that your husband can be 
made to understand that his anxiety is 
not unique and that he will benefit 
physically and emotionally from an 
examination.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The final 
$600,000 “ balloon payment” on 
President Nixon’s San Gemente estate 
is due in four days, but his new per­ 
sonal attorney says the entire amount 
can’t be paid by July 15 without 
refinancing. 
Dean S. Butler, whose Los Angeles 
law firm of Willis, Butler and Scheifly 
recently took over most of Nixon's 
personal legal work, said on Wed­ 
nesday that “technical problems” are 
holding back a decision on how to 
make the payment. 
The President’s share is $226,440, 
according to a White House audit 
released last year. The rest is the 
responsibility of the B & C Investment 
Co., set up by presidential friends C.G. 
“ Bebe” Rebozo and Robert H. 
Abplanalp. 
The company purchased the bulk of 
the estate from Nixon in 1970 but 
Butler said the property remains a 
single parcel for purposes of paying off 
the mortgage to the seller, the Cotton 
Estate. 
Butler said Nixon and the others are 
prepared to make “a substantial 
payment” by Sunday, but can’t pay it 
all without an extension or refinan­ 
cing. 
He said he has recommended an 
extension, but the Cotton Estate at­ 
torneys could not be reached for 
comment on whether that option is 
agreeable to them.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - With 300 
cats and $2.8 million, David S. Yohn, 
professor of veterinary pathobiology 
at Ohio State University, hopes to dis­ 
cover a cure for cancer. 
The $2.8 million was granted by the 
National Cancer Institute, and the cats 
are from a colony in Gross laboratory 
at the University. 
‘‘We’re using cats because we have 
viruses that cause cancer in animals, 
but we don’t have one that has been 
absolutely proven to cause cancer in 
humans,” Yohn said. 
‘‘We are interested in whether we 
can develop virus vaccines that will 
prevent cancer development rn cats ” 
Yohn explained that if he is suc­ 
cessful, he hopes to carry his ex­ 
periments one step further and 
develop a vaccine that would prevent 
cancer in humans. 
He said if a cancer vaccine is ever 
developed for humans, scientists must 
know how much virus will be needed in 
the vaccine, how it will be killed, the 
dosage, and the most effective method 
of immunization. 
With the grant, which will be 
distributed to the University over a 
three-year period, Yohn and his 
assistants will work on two major 
immunization programs. 
In one method, pregnant “ queens” 
are immunized with a dead virus 
vaccine. At birth, their kittens are 


given the live virus to see if they are 
immune to the disease. 


In that same program newborn 
kittens also are given a dead virus 
vaccine to see if they will become 
immune to the live virus by the time 
they are six weeks old. 


“ So far, we have had only minimal 
success with this procedure,” Yohn 
said, noting that one reason may be 
that the dose is too small. 


Presently, Yohn is working on a 
program that involves “ queen" im-

Love O f Sports Helps Youth Beat Paralysis Since Birth 


ALLEN PARK. Mich. (AP) - In 
many ways, Joe Sutika is like any 
other 14-year-old. He plays softball, 
has a 118 bowling average, placed 
second in Junior Olympics pull-up 
competition last year and says he “just 
can't get enough of sports.” 
But young Joe is paralyzed from the 
waist down. 
That didn’t stop him from starring in 
a softball game Thursday with the 
park league's Bethesda Bombers. He 
had two singles, a double and a walk in 
four trips to the plate. 


Joe kneels to bat while another 
player runs for him. 


“He’s fantastic,” said David Post, 
13, one of Joe's teammates. 
Joe plays a mean third base. In the 


second inning, he scrambled on his 
hands and knees to snag a hard 
grounder on the second hop, spun and 
flipped the ball to second base in time 
for the tag on an advancing runner. 


Joe has been paralyzed since birth, 
but faced the challenge of growing up 
handicapped like he faces an opposing 
pitcher — with determination. 


“You get a lot of ridicule, but once 
you prove yourself, people will accept 
you,” he said. 
He received orthopedic training for 
five years, and now walks with the aid 
of leg supports and crutches. 
Joe’s mother has learned to cope 
with her son’s problems. She has had 
to learn to stand back and let him pick 
himself up when he falls. 
“ He can accept ridicule from 


children but he can’t take it from 
Sometimes Joey will corne home and 
adults,” she said. “You know adults 
say some older person just stood there 
can be much crueler than children, 
staring at him.’

Baseball watching, headed into the annual All-Star break 
July 23 at Pittsburgh, appears to have done a flip-flop as far 
as Ohio fans are concerned. 
The Cincinnati Reds, active pennant winners for the past 
decade, have been deligated to a second place finish behind 
the inhuman Los Angeles Dodgers, but the Cleveland Indians 
are riding a current wave of success that has been absent for 
nearly 20 years. 
And fans flocking to the stadium are treated well by the 
lake-front management. 
On the schedule, for example, is an appearance of the King 
and His Court following a July 18 game with the world- 
champion Oakland A’s; the annual Old Timers game 
preceding a July 21 game with Oakland; and 10-cent Beer 
Night during a July 19 game with Oakland. 


The Reds, the best second-place club in baseball, could be 
leading any of the other divisions. They would be nipping at 
the Dodgers except for pitchers that throw from the first base 
side and an unusual inability to win extra-inning and one-run 
games. 
The Reds are 34-24 against right-hand pitchers, but only 13- 
12 against southpaws. They have won 14 one-run affairs, lost 
16- and won five extra-inning tilts while losing five. 


And with baseball season nearly half over, pro football is 
starting to steal the spotlight. 
The Cincinnati Bengals, defending American Conference 
Central Division champions, will open their 1974 training 
camp tomorrow at noon at Wilmington College. 
Forty-eight veterans and 15 rookies, led by running back 
Haskel Stanback of Tennessee, are expected to be on hand. 
Regular two-a-day workouts will begin Monday with 
sessions at 9:30 a.m. and 3 p.m. 
The pre season opener is Aug. 3 against the Miami 
Dolphins in Riverfront Stadium. 


Football coverage by NBC’s local affiliate, Channel 4, will 
begin Sept. 15 with the Bengals fighting the Browns at I p.m. 
The schedule includes eight Bengals’ games and seven 
Browns’ tilts. The Miami Dolphins will not be seen on NBC in 
the area unless they are in divisional playoffs. 


Four World Football League games will be televised on TV- 
4, as well as two divisional playoff games, and the cham­ 
pionship tilt. 
Coverage begins Aug. 4 at I p.m. when the Detroit Wheels 
visit Birmingham and the Americans. 


Four professional football greats, headed by former 
Cleveland Browns kicking specialist Lou “The Toe’’ Groza, 
will be inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fam e in Canton 
July 27. 
The others are Tony Canadeo of the Green Bay Packers, 
Bill George of the Chicago Bears, and Dick “Night Train" 
Lane of the Los Angeles Rams. 
And the four “greats” all played football during the 1952 
season. 
While Canadeo was bowing out as a super-star with the 
Packers, Lane and George were rookies with their teams. 
During the season, Groza led his team to the NFL playoffs 
while being named all-league tackle for the second straight 
year and winning the loop’s field goal kicking title.

Bergey Explains 
Shift To Eagles 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Bill Bergey’s 
attorney says Bergey sought release 
from 
his World Football 
League 
contract after realizing “he was gonna 
be kicked around for a couple of 
years.” 
Atty. Bart Brown Jr. said Thursday 
the star middle linebacker of the 
Cincinnati Bengals of the National 
Football league began discussing 
negation of his three-year, $525,000 
contract with the Florida Blazers of 
the WFL “after it became apparent to 
Bill he was gonna be traded by the 
Bengals. 
“He was facing the prospect of a 
year someplace, and a year someplace 
else . . . and that was not very at­ 
tractive.” 
Bergey, who was to join the WFL in 
1976 after playing out his option year 
here, was traded to the Philadelphia 
Eagles of the NFL, in a move an­ 
nounced Wednesday. 
His five-year contract with the 
Eagles pays less than the WFL 
agreement, 
Brown said, but has 
provisions that make it “at least as 
good as what he had with Orlando.” 
Brown said the Orlando franchise 
“couldn’t have been nicer ... They said 
We can’t afford to pay a player like 
him the kind of salary we’ve agreed on 
if he’s not going to be happy. What they 
were interested in was what Bill 
wanted.” 
The furor here started after Bergey 
signed the future contract with the 
WFL last April. The Bengals filed suit 
against him and the WFL, the first 
such suit filed, seeking court-ordered 
revocation of the contract and an in­ 
junction prohibiting the WFL from 
raiding Bengals players. 
They lost the suit, and an appeal 
before the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals still is pending. 


Thursday Bengals Atty. John Lloyd 
Jr. said Bergey’s release from the 
WFL and the trade “will have no affect 
on our suit because the main thrust of 
the action is the attempt to enjoin the 
WFL from raiding Bengals players. 
The Bergey thing was not the central 
thing to begin with.”

grew up to become one of the largest 
car dealers in Columbus some time 
ago — Jan Ross Motors. 
During the 1940’s there were five 
active railway mail clerks living here: 
A.W. Boone (now deceased) — one 
daughter, Mrs. Denver Greenlee lives 
in Circleville. Charles F. F*uckett, a 
retired supervisor in the Cols Sc Norf 
WD RPO (N&W RR) lives in Ashville 
as does Harry E. Sark who has been 
retired some time. Emerson Cline is 
the only one of this group who is still 
employed by the Postal Service. 
He works at the Columbus Post 
Office. He is a brother to Probate 
Judge Guy G. Cline. And of course 
yours truly lives in Ashville where he 
sometimes pulls out the typewriter and 
lets his thought wander to by-gone 
years. My brother George also worked 
as a substitute railway postal clerk for 
a while.

So 
he threw the pouch out and threw a 
mail lock after it. .And then there is the 
one of the young substitute who 
delivered a box of live baby chicks on 
the fly. “Scrambled” chickens would 
you say? 
One time I was doing the local at 
Orient, Ohio, on the Wheeling and 
Cincinnati run. The mail car swayed 
somewhat and the catcher arm caught 
the mail crane instead of the pouch. It 
tore the mail crane from its base and 
bent the catcher arm around by the 
side of the mail car. Now these arms 
were about 14 to 2 inches of steel. The 
sparks flew and the clerk-in-charge 
said my eyes were big as saucers. It 
was a surprise to put it mildly. Then 
one time as a practical joke I went to 
the front end of the car to make the 
catch at Duvall from the front door of 
the mail car so that the clerk assigned 
could not catch it. There were catcher 
arms at both front and rear doors of 
the mail car. It nearly backfired 
though. He came very nearly not 
dispatching as he was waiting for the 
catch. But he grasped the situation in 
time and made the dispatch. I would 
have had some explaining to do. I 
didn’t do that again. 
Catching and dispatching through 
the mountains of West Virginia at 
night was an experience. On the N&W 
line there are numerous cuts and 
tunnels. It is difficult to tell the dif­ 
ference between a cut and a tunnel and 
one had to train his ear to know where 
he was. If he made an error and 
started to throw the mail off out of 
sequence then all of his dispatches 
would be wrong. At night and through 
mountains with a lot of mail to 
distribute, it could become quite in­ 
teresting.

I knew a clerk who was “doing 
local” on the Columbus & Chicago line 
one morning. As he approached a 
catcher station he noticed that the 
engineer of the train kept blowing the 
train whistle. He looked out and saw 
the old man, a mail messenger, who 
was putting the mail pouch on the 
crane. He dropped the catcher arm 
immediately to avoid impaling him on 
the catcher arm. 
Another near tragedy with which I 
was directly involved was a case at 
Indianapolis, Indiana. Some of the old 
Pennsylvania Storage Mail Cars were 
in bad condition. Then add freezing 
weather to this condition and it made 
the sliding doors extremely difficult to 
operate. One would have to throw his 
entire weight to get the large panel 
doors to slide shut. Just as I had one of 
the doors nearly shut a young man 
newly hired stuck his head in the door 
to check something or other. The good 
I/Ord gave me strength to stop the 
momentum so that his head would not 
be crushed like an egg shell. 
Sometimes a clerk would leave in­ 
structions for the substitute relieving 
him when he was off on annual leave or 
sick leave, concerning what to look for 
along the right-of-way so that he would 
know when he was approaching a non­ 
stop station and would be alert for 
catching and dispatching. This one 
clerk left a detailed description of what 
to look for, such as a red barn, a 
crossing etc. And at the end he had 
added “when you see such and such a 
sign you know you have run by it.” 
One of my good fellow-clerks was 
Francis Huddle of Amanda, Ohio. Now 
Francis had a large family and as his 
neighbors saw him around home so

Taft Urges 
Disaster 
Funding

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Robert 
Taft, R-Ohio, has urged a Senate ap­ 
propriations subcommittee to approve 
the minimum funding needed to carry 
out the Disaster Relief Act amend­ 
ments passed 
in 
the 
wake 
of 
devastating tornadoes. 
Testifying before the subcommittee 
Thursday, Taft stressed the needs of 
Xenia, Ohio. which bore the brunt of 
recent tornadoes. 
There, he said, 50 per cent of tax 
base, 40 per cent of the housing and 47 
per cent of the businesses were 
destroyed. 
In view of the drastic reduction in 
Xenia’s tax base, he said, provisions in 
the new program allowing an increase 
in the federal funding share of all 
grant-in-aid programs to 90 per cent 
would be of great significance. 
"This would mean that Xenia would 
have to raise much less local money to 
participate 
in 
the 
government 
programs it needs to rebuild,” Taft 
said. 
“Some local citizens are already 
becoming apprehensive and skeptical 
about the worth of all the promises 
made by government officials after the 
tornado struck,” he added. 
Taft said the Disaster Relief Act 
amendments of 1974 were “a generous 
congressional responses to this $600 
million disaster.” 
He added: “For Congress to refuse 
to provide the minimum funding 
needed to carry out this new law. it 
seems to me, would be not only un­ 
justifiable on the merits, but also a 
reversal of our actions taken just 
several months ago.”

NEW YORK (A P) - It’s 
been said that those who dis­ 
regard the past are bound to 
repeat it. In TV, they’re 
hound to repeat the past for 
those who disregarded it or 
missed it. This can be a good 
thing. 
But wilkies, why must CBS 
start its second “ CBS News 
Retrospective’’ season this 
Sunday with a documentary 
so stupifyingly dull it may 
frighten viewers away from 
the series’ next 12 Sabbath 
offerings? 
The hour-long opus in ques­ 
tion is “ Resources for Free­ 
dom.” It first aired at 3 p.m., 
Jan. IO, 1954, was anchored 
by the late Edward 
R.

Alas, and with full acknowl­ 
edgement that the art of 
documentary-making was in 
its infancy in 1954, this film 
could well have been left to 
fade in the CBS vaults.

I kept awaiting the jolt, but 
not even a minor tremble oc­ 
curred.

For the first six months of 1974, 
Melton said, earnings were up 19.7 per 
cent to $3,347,700, with per share 
earnings of 58 cents, up 2.34 per cent. 


The firm, which operates ll daily 
and five Sunday newspapers, said 
circulation averaged 295.477 daily and 
211,100 Sunday during the quarter, 
both down slightly. 
Melton attributed the decline in 
average circulation to increases in 
circulation rates after federal price 
controls were removed in March. 


The company said it expects 
newsprint and labor costs to increase 
significantly during the next months, 
Melton said.

Hunting Agreem ents 
O ffered To Farm ers 


The New Public Access Program is a 
Pilot Program in Ohio to offer a 
modest payment to farmers in return 
for their allowing hunting on their 
land. 
Galen Mowery, chairman of the 
Pickaway Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service (ASCS), 
pointed out that the enrollment period 
ends July 19. Farmers interested in 
full details on hunting agreements 
should contact the Pickaway County 
ASCS Office. 1440 N. Court St., Cir­ 
cleville. 
Some 5,300 acres of farm land have 
been enrolled in the Public Access 
hunting program. However, the county 
is limited in the number of acres it can 
approve for this first time offered 
program, Mowery said. 
Only five counties in Ohio are of­ 
fering the program this vear. The 
information gathered from both farm­ 
ers and hunters will be used to 
determine whether the program will 
be offered next year. 
Farmers who enroll rn the program 
will maintain control of their farm. 
Hunters must request permission to 
hunt, a requirement provided for in 
Ohio law. Hunters will be provided 
post cards at the farms to be filled out 
and returned to the ASCS Office. 
Farmers will report their reaction to 
the program in a report to the County 
Committee after the close of the 


hunting season. 
Agreements must be requested by 
July 19 and are for the 1974 hunting 
season which will end Dec. 31.

City Board Adopts Budget; 
Recommends Tax Reduction 


Final adoption of the 1975 budget was 
made by the Circleville Board of 
Education at its regular meeting 
Thursday night. A total figure of 
$3,027,975 was estimated for the fiscal 
year. 
State law requires that all school 
districts adopt and file a budget for an 
18-month period 
with the county 
auditor by July 20 of each year. 
Budget provisions are estimated for 
the last six months of 1974 and for the 
12 months of 1975 although the district 
essentially operates on a financial 
environment based on the January to 
January figure. 
The board foreseeing the basic 
personnel needs for the next two years 
and having a fairly clear idea of 
operating costs, recommended to the 
Budget Commission a reduction of .6 
mill on the bond retirement fund. Ixist 
year, the board reduced the tax rate .7 
mill bringing the total reduction for the 
two-year period to 1.3 mill. The bond 
retirement with this reduction will go 
from 4 to 3.4 mills. 
Eddie Combs and the Rev. Fred H. 
Mercer from the Church of God spoke 
to the board on the liquor license ap­ 
plied for by Dailey’s Market. 
By law, all churches and schools 
within a 500-foot radius must bt' 
notified by the State liquor Control 
Board when application is made for 
such license. The speakers admitted 
they had been notified but the school 
board had not. There was question as 
to whether the Nicholas Drive School 
was within the limit. 
The board did, however, vote to 
support the opposition of the issuance 
of the license and directed board clerk, 
Mary Ellen Rader, to have a letter to 
the Ijquor Board ready by the next 
board meeting to be approved by the 
members and sent. 
Kathleen M. Polomik, a special 
education teacher at South Court 
Elementary and Marjorie Houck, also 
a special education teacher at South 
Court Elementary submitted their 
resignations to the board. 
Miss Polomik has accepted a full­ 
tim e graduate teaching associate 
assignm ent 
at 
the 
Ohio 
State 
University. Miss Houck is retiring 
after 40 years of teaching service. 
A resignation was also accepted 
from James Ferguson who had been 
offered a contract to teach secondary 
math. The district is still in need of a 
teacher for that position. However, 
Superintendent Fritz Jacobs said he 
has several applicants to interview. 
One certificated person was em­ 
ployed and one non-certificated 
transfer was made. 
Darlene Marchal, soon to become 
Darlene McClurg, was hired on the 
elementary level. She holds a bachelor 
of science degree from Bowling Green 
University and has two years’ ex­ 
perience. 
Mary Strawser, half-time cook at 
Atwater School, was transferred to a 
full-time position at the high school. 
A resolution was adopted to continue 
participation in the multi-county 
district plan for consultant services for 
speech and hearing therapy. Fairfield 
County Board of Education will act as 
fiscal agent for the group. The Cir­ 
cleville board has found the services to 
be beneficial in the past and the share 


of costs to participate is nominal. 
Insurance for all the school buses 
and other motor vehicles owned by the 
board were rebid as is the annual 
procedure. This year’s bids ranged 
from $789 to $970 from four insurance 
companies with the Johnson Insurance 
Agency having submitted the lowest 
bid. The board accepted the lowest bid 
since, as Jacobs pointed out, the 
premiums varied very little from last 
year’s prices. 
The vehicles will be covered for 
bodily injury, medical paym ent, 
property damage and comprehensive. 
Insurance for the driver education 
car was renewed with T. A. Downing, 
Nationwide, for six months beginning 
July 20. The rate for the six months 
coverage was $65.20. 
Blue Ribbon Dairy’s bid for school 
milk supplies was accepted. The dairy 
has served the city schools in past 
years and submitted a nine-cent bid 
per half pint, subject to any increase or 
decrease depending on the price paid 
for the raw product. There was no 
anticipated increase as milk prices 
have been steady lately. All the 
necessary refrigeration for the milk 
will also be provided. 
A new price schedule for 1974-75 was 
adopted which raised the price of the 
student lunch to 40 cents, the adult 
lunch to 60 cents, extra milk for 
students to six cents including the four 
cent reimbursement, and extra milk 
for adults to ten cents. The cafeteria 
operation lost more than $6,000 for the 
previous year and without the 
proposed increase, a greater deficit 
was projected for the coming year.
